Introduction 


This Manual is set forth for the information of 
Candidates in rushing and for instruction and 
examination of Postulants, and presents certain 
facts relating to fraternities in general and ALPHA 
CHI RHO in particular, These facts are essential 
that the Postulant may know the character of the 
organization which he is about to enter. 


Each Postulant must learn to read and write 
the capital letters of the Greek alphabet as those 
characters constantly recur in fraternity literature. 
This alphabet should be learned at once, so that 
the characters will be recognized wherever they 
occur in the following pages. 

Each Postulant will be required to take a writ- 


ten examination on all the facts in this Manual 
before his initiation.

Exoteric Manual 


Fraternities 
in General 


Fraternities, also known as “Greek-letter so- 
cieties,” are groups of college men banded to- 
gether for common purposes and aims. They are 
usually composed of chapters situated in several 
colleges—and united by a central organization, a 
common bond of friendship, and a common Greek 
letter name. The name of each fraternity is com- 
posed of two or more Greek letters, as KA, AAb— 
these letters commonly representing a secret mot- 
to which indicates the purposes or aims of the 
organization. Each fraternity has its distinctive 
pin or badge, on which is displayed its letters or 
symbols. 


The pioneers among the American college fra- 
ternitics were local societies, formed to promote 
interest in composition and oratory. These or- 
ganizations were generally secret and their exer- 
cises consisted mainly of debates, readings, and 
discussions upon literary subjects. The faculties 
encouraged their work because it was mainly edu- 
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cational, but their membership was generally too 
large to foster close friendships. 


The origin of such organizations has been vari- 
ously attributed to mediaeval scholastic associa- 
tions, literary clubs, and Masonic influences. The 
spirit which prompted the forming of the first 
fraternities, and is responsible for their survival 
today, is undoubtedly the feeling that the edu- 
cated man, as a high type in the evolution of the 
human race, should have special ties of union 
binding him to his fellow men and identifying 
his own interests more closely with theirs. 


Fraternities today are classified according to a 
number of different standards, Some are exclu- 
sively for women—called sororities on many cam- 
puses. There are honorary Greek letter groups 
which recognize academic achievement either in 
general or special fields, There are recognition 
societies which enroll students who demonstrate 
an outstanding aptitude and interest in certain 
fields of campus activities, Many fraternities are 
professional groups, limiting their membership to 
men or women pursuing courses in one academic 
area. Alpha Chi Rho is one of a sizable group 
of collegiate organizations which are often re- 
ferred to as “general” or “social” fraternities. 
These societies emphasize a dominant note of 
brotherhood in a secret and mystic bond. 


The first American college fraternity was the 
Phi Beta Kappa Society, organized at the College 
of William and Mary, Williamsburg, Va., De- 
cember 5, 1776. This became in 1831 purely an 
honorary scholastic society. In 1825, Kappa Alpha 
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was founded at Union College. This i in reality 
the oldest of the Greek-letter fraternities in that 
it was the first to put into practice the principles 
that have since guided these organizations. The 
success of these two societies soon led to the 
establishment of similar ones at many other in- 
stitutions. In 1827 Sigma Phi and Delta Phi were 
founded also at Union; and in 1832 Alpha Delta 
Phi at Hamilton College. Other existing fraterni- 
ties were founded in emulation of these pioneers. 

It was observable from the first that to main- 
tain a high standard something more was needed 
than the mere fraternity name. The age of a 
society furnishes no criterion of its worth. It may 
be stated as an axiom that the fraternity which 
requires of its members the greatest share of those 
qualities which are enduring and win for men 
the respect and esteem of the communities in 
which they live, will share in the end to the 
greatest degree that respect and esteem. 

If a fraternity is not merely social in its pur 
pose, but is to be the source of inspiration and 
good to the individual, it is obvious that mem- 
bership should not be a matter of college days 
alone. 


History of Alpha Chi Rho 


Our Fraternity was conceived by the Reverend 
Paul Ziegler, an Episcopal clergyman and a mem- 
ber of the Class of 1872 at Trinity College in 
Hartford, Connecticut. He had once been a mem- 
ber of the old Beta Beta Society, a literary and 
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social group at Trinity which dated back to the 
days before the Civil War. During the autumn 
of 1894 he proposed to his son, Carl G. Ziegler, 
and to a close friend, Herbert T. Sherriff, both 
then members of the undergraduate body at Trin- 
ity, that they found a Greek letter fraternity on 
a basis distinct from that of societies then existing 
on the campus. During the Christmas vacation 
of | 1894 the plan was talked over at Detroit, 
Michigan, the home of the three. The Reverend 
Paul Ziegler set forth his views in the Exoteric 
Manual of Alpha Chi Rho, a non-secret state- 
ment of the principles of the new fraternity. The 
three founders accepted this manual as their blue- 
print on New Year’s Day, 1895. 


When the younger Ziegler and Sherriff returned 
to school they interested William A. Eardeley 
(’96) and William H. Rouse (’96) in the new 
Fraternity. On June 4, 1895, the organization 
held its first session in Ritual. This is regarded 
as our National Founders’ Day because formal 
oaths were exchanged here for the first time and 
the five men who participated are regarded as our 
Founders and Revered Brothers.” In the order in 
which they accepted formal initiation they are: 
Paul Ziegler (’72), Carl G. Ziegler (97), Herbert 
T. Sherriff (’97), William A. Eardeley (’96), and 
William H. Rouse (’96). , 

The new Fraternity was incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Connecticut on Septem- 
ber 20, 1895. The Mother Chapter of Alpha Chi 
Rho was called Phi Psi and was instituted at 
Trinity College in 1895. Plans for additional 
Chapters were carefully considered and the first

new Chapter was instituted on April 22, 1896, at 
Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute. It was called Phi 
Chi. Since those early days, conservatism has 
been practiced in both National and Local growth. 

As the governing body of the National Frater- 
nity is the National Council, it is well to note that 
this Council had its origin on October 16, 1895, 
as a committee of Phi Psi on extension. In 1899 
it became a committee of the National Conven- 
tion composed of one Brother from each Chapter. 
In 1900 its title was changed to the “National 
Charter Council.” In 1903 it became the “National 
Council,” not only with the power to grant char- 
ters, but with practically all its present rights and 
duties as an executive authority, and advisory 
committee to the President of the Fraternity, and 
a Board of Trustees of the Fraternity corporation. 
In 1915 the National Council was increased in 
size to include not only the officers of the Fra- 
ternity chosen annually by the National Conven- 
tion but three others called “National Councillors.” 


The first session of the Convention of the Fra- 
ternity was held in Hartford in 1899. In 1900 the 
Fraternity began publication of a Fraternity jour- 
nal—The Garnet & White—first as a bi-monthly 
and later as a quarterly, Alpha Chi Rho was the 
first fraternity to establish a publication during its 
first decade and maintain it permanently. 


ears after founding, trouble arose about 
insistence upon the Landmarks; some 
members desiring to rival loose but long existing 
societies rather than insist upon Brotherhood and 
a high standard in men. This serious crisis en- 
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dangering the Fraternity’s principles was promptly 
met by the National Convention which expelled 
the disloyal members. The esoteric work of the 
Fraternity was then carefully revised and the 
original principles of the Order were more rigidly 
insisted upon. 

To prevent a recurrence of this danger the 
central organization of the Fraternity w: eatly 
strengthened by making the National Council the 
executive body of the Fraternity, to act in the 
interim of sessions of the National Convention. 
The machinery of fraternity government was in 
every possible way brought to a high degree of 
perfection. In 1903 the work of conservative ex- 
pansion was resumed. The Fraternity has con- 
tinued to advance steadily in organization, effi- 
ciency, and prestige. In 1904 a new edition of 
the Constitution of the Traternity was published, 
and the Ritual and Exoteric Manual carefully re- 
vised. In 1907 the first number of a new publi- 
cation, The Labarum, containing matter of semi- 
esoteric nature, was issued. In the same year the 
Statutory and Disciplinary Codes were published 
as an appendix to a revised Constitution. 


Alpha Chi Rho was the first member of the 
National Interfraternity Conference to have a Na- 
tional Scholarship Officer, and our system of pro- 
moting the academic advancement of our Broth- 
ers in all Chapters by national direction has been 
copied by many of our brother N.J.C, fraternities. 
Alpha Chi Rho was also one of the first fraternities 
to have a National Secretary devoting his entire 
time to the business of the Fraternity, taking this 
step in 192], 
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The Aim of 
Alpha Chi Rho 


The aim of Alpha Chi Rho is to secure a mem- 
bership of the highest standard, thoroughly homo- 
genous in quality, and permanent in its allegiance 
and effort for the Fraternity, not merely during 
the college days but throughout life. The Frater- 
nity protests against the type of men who prefer 
the society of dead books to that of living fellow- 
s, but at the same time urges good scholar- 
ship and attention to study. It encourages athletic 
endeavor and literary effort, and in fact all man- 
ner of student activity, but at the same time 
recognizes that it cannot make such activities tests 
of membership in Alpha Chi Rho. 


The Brothers should think and plan for self 
culture, for service, and hospitality, for the ex- 
ercise of the critical faculty, for interest in the 
fine arts, and for a proper conception of a sound 
mind in a sound body. The good Chapter joins 
hearts together by the strong tie of common 
thoughts and work. Alpha Chi Rho, on the one 
hand, charges its Brothers to avoid undue inter- 
ference in college politics. Such interference has 
invariably proved detrimental in the end, both 
to the Fraternity and to the institution in which 
its Chapter is situated. On the other hand Broth-

tions and all other campus activities, to promote 
the interests of their college, and to make them- 
selves positive and efficient factors in its life, 


In placing stress on the national character of 
our Brotherhood, we of Alpha Chi Rho have al- 
ways insisted that each Alpha Chi recognize AS 
WELL the duty of loyalty which he owes to his 
Alma Mater. We desire that we shall always be 
egarded as a POSITIVE influence on every cam- 
pus where our Chapters exist.

In its relations to other fraternities Alpha Chi 
Rho aims to preserve a strict neutrality, neither 
opposing them nor seeking entangling alliances 
which may cause it to forget its own proper mis- 
sion. It does not compete with other fraternities 
in numerical strength or other ostentation. It 
urges justice to the individual members of such 
fraternities, but warns against conspiracies and 
combinations to exclude non-fraternity men from 
their just rights. 


Alpha Chi Rho is not interested in having on 
its Chapter rolls men whose principal objective is 
merely to wear a beautiful fraternity badge or to 
get their names listed in a college yearbook as 
having belonged to a well known national fra- 
ternity for the prestige they may gain thereby. 
Alpha Chi Rho, like other great college Frater- 
nities, is a brotherhood based on intrinsic values. 
Through the long years of our existence, thousands 
of young men from the college youth of our 
country, representing families from all walks of 
life, have passed through the doors of our Chapter 
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halls and shared the bond of secrecy, the beauti- 
ful Ritual, oaths of fidelity and Brotherhood, and 
full acceptance of high ideals. In our Chapter halls 
have begun experiences and associations which 
have contributed immeasurably to the develop- 
ment of character and fine principles of intel- 
lectual attainment. 

The same general policy prevails in local 
growth. The Fraternity feels that Brotherhood 
can best be developed in a small Chapter where 
each Brother has the opportunity to know every 
other Brother intimately. The conservative Fra- 
ternity and the conservative Chapter are best. 


The aims of Alpha Chi Rho in relation to its 
own members are best understood by a careful 
study of the Landmarks. 


The Landmarks 
of Alpha Chi Rho 


A society or organization usually has § pisses 
of principles stating more or less in detail its dis- 
tinctive aims, characteristics, and ideals, marking 
it off from all other societies and organizations. 
Alpha Chi Rho has such a platform of pr ciples 
and ideals, called the “LANDMARKS of the 
Fraternity. These Landmarks, four in number, 
were laid down by the Founders of the Brother- 
hood, and they have always been, and always will 
be, practiced and enforced as the fundamental 
requirements of all Brothers in Alpha Chi Rho. 
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The Landmarks are the key to understanding 
the Fraternity, for without them there would be 
no Alpha Chi Rho. They are summarized and 
interpreted as follows: 


1. Alpha Chi Rho believes in a God whose moral law is the 
guide and law of the universe, and looks up to Jesus 
Christ as the supreme exemplar of this law. However, 
it neither formulates nor requires acceptance of any 
theological definition of the person of Christ. As used 
within the Fraternity of Alpha Chi Rho, words, signs 
and symbols of Christian reference do not require 
theological connotation. Membership in Alpha Chi Rho 


is not denied to anyone because of race, color or 
religion. 


fe: 


Alpha Chi Rho insists that its Brothers maintain a high 
and clean moral standard throughout life. The Fra- 
ternity holds all of its members to this basic principle: 
Act always in such a way that one’s private practice 


could be accepted as universal practice with well-being 
to society. 


3. Within the Fraternity, the basic duty of the members 
of Alpha Chi Rho is brotherly love and fidelity. By this 
is meant the personal devotion of each individual Brother 
to every other individual Brother, whether of the same 
cr another Chapter, with readiness to assist in times 
of need. From this arises loyalty to the Fraternity of 
Alpha Chi Rho as a whole, to its teachings and govern- 
ment, to its Chapters and officers. Our Chapters are 
not independent of each other, but are places where 
loyalty and fidelity go hand in hand. Alpha Chi Rho 
wishes its ideal in this respect, to be solidarity for 
mutual interest and support. 


4. Alpha Chi Rho insists that its members be selected on 
the basis of intrinsic worth by a true assessment of 
moral character. Social position, physical appearance, 
and other external standards are not primarily to be 
considered in the selection of members. 
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These are the Landmarks of Alpha Chi Rho, its 
foundation and its heritage. The ideals so ex- 
pressed are to be lived out by every member of 
Alpha Chi Rho, not only during his college days, 
but throughout his life. They are epitomized in 
the exoteric motto of the Fraternity which is: 

ANAPIZESOE—“BE MEN” 


Government of Alpha Chi Rho 


Every Brother in Alpha Chi Rho is equal to 
every other Brother in rights, privileges, and du- 
ties. Rank and honor are attached to office, but 
office is merely a mark of service and a necessary 
part of organization. 

The Brothers are distributed among units of 
organization called Resident Chapters and Gradu- 
ate Chapters. Each Resident Chapter and its 
allied Graduate Chapter are within the Fraternity 
termed a “Phi” and that letter is in each case 
prefixed or suffixed to the Chapter letter proper. 

Every Brother while in college is under the 
immediate government of the Resident Chapter, 
the form of which is secret. After leaving college 
every Brother is under the immediate government 
of his Graduate Chapter. The Chapter exist: by 
right of its charter from the Fraternity. Initiation 
admits a Postulant of Alpha Chi Rho not merely 
into the Chapter, but into the Fraternity at large 
and to the latter his primary allegiance is due. 

The Fraternity as a whole is the ultimate source 
of all government. For practical purposes this 
government is vested by the Brothers in the Na- 
tional Convention which meets annually; a Na- 
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tional Council, which is also the legal board of 
trustees of the Fraternity Corporation; and Na- 
tional Officers of whom the President of the Fra- 
ternity is highest. 

Every Brother is expected at all times and 
under all circumstances to yield cheerful obedi- 
ence to the will of the majority, to the commands 
of lawful superiors, and to the customs, laws, 
edicts, and decisions of the Brotherhood, it being 
understood in every case that no Brother is re- 
quired to violate the law of God. 

Membership in Alpha Chi Rho is perpetual. 
Only expulsion can break the tie between Brother 
and Fraternity. The Brother is just as much a 
Brother and just as closely bound to the Brother 
of another Chapter as to the Brother of the Chap- 
ter through which he is initiated into the Fra- 
ternity. No Brother in Alpha Chi Rho may join 
any other college fraternity except honorary and 
professional societies. 


Insignia of Alpha Chi Rho 


The Colors of the Fraternity are Garnet and 
White. The supplementary colors are Blue and 
Gold. 

The “Labarum” is the monogram of the Greek 
letters “chi” and “rho,” which was seen in the 
heavens by the Emperor Constantine, and caused 
his conversion to Christianity, The Labarum was 
long carried as the special badge of the imperial 
Roman army. The Fraternity makes use of two 
forms of the Labarum: the “ancient” and “ac- 
cepted” (see Fig. 1) which is the chief public

emblem of the Brotherhood; and the “modified” 
form (see Fig. 2) which is the form appearing 
on the Badge and which has peculiar ritualistic 
significance. 

The Badge of the Fraternity is the chief in- 
signia of Alpha Chi Rho. Its symbolism is secret. 

Alpha Chi Rho has a distinctive Coat-of-Arms 
of appropriate symbolism and authentic heraldry 
(see Fig. 3). Every Postulant should study this 
Coat-of-Arms before initiation and become thor- 
oughly familiar with its appearance. 

The Ensign of Alpha Chi Rho (see Fig. 4) is 
the ancient and accepted form of the Labarum in 
garnet on a white background with garnet vertical 
stripes on each side. 


Glossary 
of Words & Phrases 


In writing, capitalize the words Fraternity, 
Labarum, Landmarks, Badge, Ensign, Brother, 
and the titles of officers, wherever these words 
refer to Alpha Chi Rho. 

ic—Secret. 
Non-secret. 

Council—Meeting of a Chapter to conduct Busi- 
ness 
Session—Meeting of the National Convention, 
Candidate—A man proposed for membership. 

Postulant—A man pledged to Alpha Chi Rho, 
but not initiated. 

Initiate—A man initiated into Alpha Chi Rho. 

Chapters are said to be instituted; officers in- 
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stalled; and the Ritual or any portion thereof 
discharged. 

The Brothers are commonly spoken of as 
“Alpha Chis,” “Crows,” “Chi Rhos,” and “Alpha 
Chi Rhos.” A Founder of the Fraternity has the 
title “Revered Brother.” 


Special “Don'ts” 

Don’t speak disrespectfully of any Brother. 

Don’t talk against other fraternities or societies. 
If you can say nothing in praise of them, keep 
quiet. This applies especially to rushing. 

Don’t ever use the word “frat” in speaking of 
Alpha Chi Rho. Alpha Chi Rho is a Fraternity 
and a Brotherhood. Of the latter designation we 
are particularly proud. Never abbreviate the word 
Brother to “Bro.” 

Don't ever use the English letters A X P in 
speaking of Alpha Chi Rho. Alpha Chi Rho is a 
Greek-letter Fraternity, Whenever a shortened 
form is desired, use simply “Alpha Chi” or 
“Crow.” 

Don’t think, “What shall I get from Alpha Chi 
Rho?” but rather think, “What shall I put into 
Alpha Chi Rho?” 

Alpha Chi Rho forbids hazing at initiation. 
Initiation into the Fraternity is a very serious 
matter. 


In addition to the foregoing subjects, every 
Postulant may be examined on his personal atti- 
tude to technical, moral, and fraternal questions.

“CORECO, Inc., a business corporation of 
New Jersey, was organized by Alpha Chi Rho in 
1962. Its purpose is the acquisition and man- 
agement of chapter houses. The National Fra- 
ternity owns all of the voting stock, and 5% pre- 
ferred (nonvoting) stock is available to mem- 
bers of the Fraternity and others. 

The name is derived from College Realty Com- 
pany. It has a board of seven directors who man- 
age its affairs and determine the advisability of 
investing in a particular housing situation. It is 
envisioned that this corporation will be of most 
value to new chapters and those which do not now 
have existing building corporations.
